MITLA PASS, SINAI. Israel's 
milftary defence demands that its 
forces hold a “minimum of five kms."

The “five-kms, minimum" was 
needed to thwart any Egyptian at- 
tack through the passes and an 
Egyptian breakthrough eastward in- 
to the plains, He reasoned that such 
an Egyptian attack would employ 
about a division in each of the two 
passes. To fight off such an assault, 
Israel would need at least a bri- 
Bade in each of the passes. , 

‘And Israel would physically need 
the five-kms. depth in both passes 
for this military deployment, Short 
of five kms., the Israel deployment 
would be devoid of depth and the 
line would be Precarious. It would 


be tantamount tqa complete with- 
drawal from the jhisses.

A/M Maaz said giving up just one 
of the two passes was like evacuat- 
ing both. Holding only one, Israeli 
forces could be outflanked. Asked

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
will pay a four-day official visit to 
West Germany next week, it was 
announced in Jerusalem and Bonn 
yesterday. The visit, at the invita- 
tion of Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
will take place from July 8 to 11. 

Mr. Rabin will be accompanied by 
his wife. The final composition of 
the visiting party had not been 
concluded by yesterday evening. 

The itinerary will include visits 
to the site of the Bergen-Belsen 
Nazi concentration camp and West 
Berlin. The tour will end in Bonn, 
where Mr. Rabin will hold talks 
with Chancellor Schmidt and mem. 
bers of his Cabinet and call on 
President Walter Scheel.

He ar- 
rives in Israel today. 

Follow his meeting with Sisco, 
Dinitz told waiting newsmen at the 
State Department that Israel had 
requested the meeting with Kisainger 
in Caneel Bay, where the Secretary 
is vacationing.

Sisco said yesterday that there 
were no present plans for a Rabin- 
Kissinger meeting in Bonn next 
week, But American officials later 
said that they would not rule out 
the possibility. Other sources here 
said that a meeting was likely to 
occur, especially if the Israel Cabinet 
decides on Sunday to give up the 
passes in exchange for Egyptian con- 
cessions plus U.S. assurances of 
economic, military and political sup- 
port, 

American sources here were en- 
couraged yesterday by reports from 
Israel that Aluf (Res.) Ezer Weiz- 
man had come out in favour of the 
withdrawal. The were other reports 
here from Jerusalem that the gov- 
ernment ‘would eventually decide 
that it had no alternative but to 
withdraw from the passes, lest it 
risk a serious political split from 
Washington.

Teachers rebuked for 


‘Jack of commitment’

THE DIRECTOR-general of the Edu- 
cation Ministry, Elad Peled, has 
warned against the spreading phe- 
nomenon of teachers uninvolved in 
thelr work beyond the imparting of 
their particular subject. 

“Many teachers refrain from tak- 
ing any kind of educational inltia- 
tive or from accepting moral respon- 
aibility. They turn into clerks who 
take orders from their principals and 
live in fear of their supervisor,” Pe- 
led told the 24th annual conference 
of the Teachers Union at Jerusalem's 
Diplomat Hotel on Wednesday. 

He said he was afraid of seeing 
the evolution of "a stratum of disad- 
vantaped teachers finding their 
place in a number of disadvantaged 
schools, thus perpetuating the vicious 
circle of pedagogic and soctal fai- 


Prof, Avraham Minkowitz, of the 
Hebrew University School of Edu- 
cation, suggested that students at 
teacher training colleges spend about 
half their time actually teaching or 
observing in classrooms. While ad- 
mitting progress made by “special 
education” classes in the past, he 
said that the schoo! system still fails 
to get through to many pupils. This 
ig because tt places the main em- 
phasis on intellectual learning, while 
many pupils from disadvantaged 
backgrounds first have “to learn που 
to learn.” 


The more than 400 delegates at 
the convention spent most of yester- 
day's closing sessions on elections 
and administrative matters.

Klarsfeld warns of delay 
in trying war criininals

BEATE. KLARSFELD yesterday 
accused the German judiciary of 
using delaying tactics in bringing 
to court the 23 former Gestapo and 
police officials who can now be 
trled under the Franco-German 
accord on retrials, finally rati- 
fied after being delayed itself for 

four years. 

Mrs, Klarsfeld told The Jerur 
salem Post yesterday that the 
cases, which stem from the depor- 
tation of 100,000 Jews from France 
in 1942, will ullmately be beyond 
the reach of the law, when even 
the once-extended statute of limi- 
tations expires in 1979. “After that 
date, Eichmann, or even Hitler 
himself could walk the streets of 
German towns and nobody would 
lift a finger against them,”. she said. 

“I know that unless we exert the 
same pressure on public opinion as 
we did to get the retrial accord 
ratified, the 23, who include Kurt 
Lischka, Herbert Hagen and Hein. 
rich Ilers, will never be tried,” she 
added.

‘Colby unfit to head CIA’ 


NEW YORK (UPI).—An unreleased 
staff report from the Rockefeller 
Commission says William Colby is 
unfit to head the Central Intelligence 
Agency and should be fired, the 
“New York Dally News" reported 


yesterday, 

The staff report, according to the 
“News," criticized CIA Director 
Colby for his involvement as a CIA 
agent in charge of 8 programme dur- 
ing the Vietnam war in which thou- 
sands of Vietcong were slain. 

The commission, which investigat- 
ed alleged Nepal CIA activity, has 
not publicly recommended such a 


Colby, 55, a former agent for the Of- 
fice of Strategic Services, took over 
as director of the CIA in 1973. 

The unreleased staff report refer- 
red to by the “News” did not criticize 
Colby so much for his activity as 
director, but rather his involvement 
in the controversial South Viet- 
mamese “pacification” programme 
known as “Operation Phoenix.” Colby 
hes conceded that the programme, 
designed to neutralize the Vietcong 
influence, involved the death of 
20,000 persona. But he insisted most 
of the deaths came under combat 
conditions and could not be consider- 
ed executions. 

The “News”, however, said the un- 
publicized staff report contends 
Colby condoned murder and is not 
fit to head the CIA.

(two weeks, five days x week), 
ας hours.a day plus a half hour 
for lunch.

The women, regardless of 
their educational or professional 
background, are not utilized In 
professional capacities but 
rather help in areas where 
groups of women can be trained 
within a matter of hours. “Part 
of this work just wouldn't be 


done if the women weren't 


volunteering.’’ one of the of- 
ficers explained. ‘‘For instance, 
some of them are helping’ find 
errors in storage of equipment. 
Every piece of equipment stored 
here is entered into the com- 
puter with an ‘address,’ the 
location of the precise shelf or 
bin where it can be found. If 
there is an error in the ‘address’ 
the specific item will not be 
found when it is needed. By 
eatching the 2-3 per cent of 
errors, the women help us make 
sure that what we need will be at 
our fingertips when we need it...

For 
one thing, the volunteers’ 
enthusiasm and work efficiency 
are contagious and “rub off’ on 
the soldiers, paid civilian 
workers and the groups of 
marginal youth being trained at 
the base. ‘‘I want to say 
something else,'" the comman- 
ding officer added. "Since the 
‘war, ἃ lot of us have felt that the 
public doesn’t understand us and 
that the mistakes of a few people 
were being held against the en- 
tire army, despite the victory 
won in the war. Having these 
. volunteers here creates a new 
link of communication between 
us and the rest of the population. 
After all, in the final analysis, 
ours is an army of the people, of 
all the citizens."

MENTAL FIRST AID SERVICE 
TO START IN TEL AVIV 


By ARTHUR KEMELMAN 


Miss ‘Robin Zarchin, a psy- 
chologist'and the coordinator of the 
Tel Aviv Eran, told The Jerusalem, 
Post that the decision to set up an 
Eran service here follows logically 
from the experiences in Jerusalem. 
There the service has been extreme- 
ly successful and thousands of in- 
dividuals suffering mental depres- 
sion or stress have availed 
themselves of the services of trained 
staff that man Eran telephones 24 
hours a day. Moreover, there have 
been innumerable telephone calls to 
the Jerusalem Eran office from Tel 
Avivians seeking help. 

“Here in Tel Aviv, the pace of life 
is far faster than in Jerusalem,” 
Migs Zarchin says. ‘“The stresses are 
consequently far greater." 


. While in Israel enjoy the 
spotlight on events and people. 
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The Tel Aviv Eran service will be 
manned by 30 volunteers who have 
passed a course in how to effectively 
help those who telephone. The course 
of necessity must be extensive — the 
variety of problems that staffers 
‘must-handle are broad, and include 
any and all. probléms that create 
mental stresses and strains in 
and, when serious enough, can lead 
to mental breakdown or suicide. 
‘The service will begin in July. 


There are, however, still a few out- . 


standing problems to be solved 
before it can begin to operate as 
effectively as possible. At this point,

is money. The city and the Ministry 
of Health are considering the 
matter.

Clever twist saves 
hackneyed plot

Film is shot 
at Ramle jail

RAMLE — The maximum security 
prison here became a movie set this 
week as actors, stage-hands and the 
director of a new Israeli film, 
“Joker,” began work on its produc- 

tion. 

The prison authorities were not 
happy about the whole affair and the 
press tour organized by the producer 
started late because of stringent 
security measures. Newsmen were 
checked, rechecked and counted 
before being allowed to go inside the 
prison. Once inside, they were only 
allowed to visit a low security area, 
the administrative section. 

Several women journalists dressed 
in very skimpy summer dresses 
were given the choice of staying out 
or dressing a little more modestly. It 
was explained that this step was 
taken, not on religous grounds, but to 
avoid the possibility of over-exciting 
the prisoners. A couple of press 
photographers, volunteered their 
shirts. 


After a short but tense discussion 
between the journalists and prison 
officials, the pressmen were also 
allowed to visit the general section 
where one of the cells had been 
transferred into a movie set. 

At the press conference the 
director-producer of the film, 
Yitzhak (“‘Tzepel") Yeshurun, ex- 
plained that his film is a thriller. It 
includes some hair-raising car 
chases, one of them taking place at 
Airport. 

The star actor is Yehoram Gaon. 
Gaon has grown a moustache for the 
role, but despite the make-up and 
prison garb, he looked like Gaon 
playing a prisoner instead of a hard- 
boiled convict. Gaon said this will be 
one of his few straight roles. “It's a 
sad film, there's no need to sing.” 

The script for ‘‘Joker'' was also 
written by ‘‘Tzepel" Yeshurun. The 
budget is about [1.1.5 million. ᾿ 


Pocket fire 
extinguisher 


used by IDF

IDF BASE somewhere in Israel, — 
An exercise demonstrating new fire 
extinguishing methods were shown 
at an [OF base somewhere in Israel 
last week. The exercise was held . 
at the end of the Fire Prevention 
Week held every year in all IDF 
bases and units. 

Among the new fire extingvishers 
shown for the first time was a 
small personal pocket extinguisher. 
It can be used to put out a small 
fire in closed places such as in a 
vessel, airplane or tank. These’small 
personal fire extinguishers can be 
Sprayed on a burning soldier with- 
out causing him any harm since the 
active material is composed of 
harmless (not poisonous to ἃ per- 
son) halogan gas of the Dupont 
1801 freon type. The extinguisher 
has 300 grams of freon gas, enough 
to put out a small fire in an en- 
elosed place or on body or clothing 
of a soldier. The extinguisher was 
locally developed by Spectronixs 
Ltd. 


Also shown was a small light 
fire extinguishing truck which car- 
vies 750 kgs of powder type fire 
extinguishing material, which is 
used to put out fires on metal ob- 
jects such as planes. The light 
Mercedes truck is able to climb up 
wadis and travel on unpaved roads, 
reaching spots where a plane is 
liable to crash. The truck is also 
equipped with tools and other life- 
saving equipment to help in extricat- 
ing a pilot from a burning plane. 

Among the heavier equipment 
shown was a heavy-duty ‘ire extin. 
guishing truck which uses (in se- 
parate hoses) both powder and light 
water, the later used mainly ex- 
tinguishing fuel fires. The light 
water is aqueous film forming foam. 
The specific gravity of light water 
is less than regular water making 
it float on top of the burning fuel 
and in this way extinguishing it. 

The exercise ended with the ex- 
tinguishing of a fire on a dummy 
plane. 

Chief Engineering Corps Officer 
Tat-Aluf Yitzhak Ben Dov summed 
up the event by saying that Fire 
Prevention Week is oragnized main- 
ly to try and teach fire safety 
habits to the soldiers. “Fire safety 
prevents fires and saves money to 
IDF,” he said.

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A LONELY VOICE 


IRONICALLY a group of US. Senators was in Moscow this 
week for talks with Soviet leaders at a time when 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn was in Washington contending that 
‘the Soviet Union is not morally fit for dialogue with the 
United States. 

The Russian writer’s message was bound to make little im- 
pression on official Washington,where reminders of the oppressive 
- mature of the Soviet regime, or the relevance of such oppres- 
for western and American foreign policy are denounced 
by Mherais and more conservative political pragmatists. 

wee not surprising therefore that President Ford, apparent- 
ἂρ the last moment, declined to receive Solzhenitsyn for 
fear thet ‘this could be interpreted as 8. slap against the 
Soviet Union. 

Tt ἴα the policy and rhetoric of detente which now command 
the scene. Those in the U.S. who denounce America’s support 
of repressive non-Communist regimes fall strangely silent 
about the Soviet Union. And those m Europe who want to . 
achieve a European security agreement: with Moscow know ἡ 
that the bargaining for some forms of liberafization inside 
Russia in return is limp and insignificant. 7 

Only in the United States, but in the Congress not the 
Executive, has a genuine effort been made to ease at least 
one element of Soviet oppression, namely the right of persons, . 
who so desire, to leave the Soviet Union. Even that effort, 
commanded by Senator Henry Jackson, has been subject to 
intense counter pressure by the strange coalition of political ἢ 
moralists out of Fated and realists in power who piously ἡ 
declare the U.S. no right to meddle in Russia's internal 
affairs. 


It is an argument that a man like Solzhenitsyn obsessed 
with memories of prison camps cannot be expected to fathom. 
But, as the meetings ‘af the Senators in Moscow this week 
showed, it is not a real argument at all. For the Senators 
publicly and candidly roade the question of the trade and emi- 
gration issue the centre piece of their talks without fear of 
“meddling.” And the Soviet leaders, for their part, were 
interested not in reprimanding the Senators, but in measuring 
their determination. ἢ 

It is precisely the Jack of such determination in the west 
to press for change in the Soviet Union which has been for 
Solzhenitsyn the sombre discovery of his exile. Nor do 
arguments about the imperatives of co-existence move him. ἢ 
But for a handful of Senators who still try, he stands

ly reflect the average kibbutzniks. 
T have never met such people. In 
any case, it is artlatically impoasi- 
ble to present two-dimensional 
characters in this way with any 
degree of conviction. It is true that 
William Blake complained of a 
traveller taking away his love 
from him with a sigh, she finding 
his own verbosity about his love 
excessive, but I for one just could 
not believe that tongue-tied Rami, 
who used fewer: words than a 
beginner at an Ulpan, could have 
got little Hadas to wade through 
the water of the fish-pond in her 
best dress like that to get him, just 
by rowing a boat with his shirt off. 

A special word of distaste muat 
be reserved for the kibbutz wife, 


‘Amaila, whose crudity and 


vulgarity would qualify her for an 
abortion committee. Narrow- 
minded, petty bourgeois, in- 


capable of a real thought or ex-, 


pression, she was apparently 
presented as a stereotype of a kib- 
butz woman at her worst. There 
has never been such a creature in 
real life. 

The moral of the show seemed 
to be that the kibbutz could use 
some sex counselling, and that 
Hadas should not be left to get her 
advice from feeble-minded old 
Solly and her pet lamb. — 


ANOTHER LOCAL effort was a 
documentary produced by a Rus- 


‘alan (immigrant, Slava Zucker- 


man, “Once upon a time there 
were Russians in Jerusalem." 
This was devoted to the pre-World 
War I pilgrimage of tens of 
thousands of Russian peasants to 
the Holy Land: driven by an 
obsessional faith, penniless but 
trusting to Providence, they made 
their way from Odessa to the 
River Jordan, where they donned

white garments and sent their sins 
flowing away down the river. 

Today, of course, their white 
garments would emerge black 
with rubbish, and the sluggish 
stream would return their sins to 
them together with other debris. 
We have to pay some price for 
progress. 

Zuckerman relied to a con- 
siderable extent on Stephen 
Graham's fascinating book, 
published in 1914, ‘With the Rus- 
sian Pilgrims to Jerusalem," us- 
ing still photographs that Graham 
took at the time, but I think he 
could have made his documentary 
far more interesting if he had 
picked up the numerous human 
stories in Graham's book. As it 
was, his pilgrims never came to 
life. He tried to give them some 
animation by jiggling his camera: 
the disturbing effect made me 
wonder whether something had 
gone wrong with my reception. 

Still, it was a good idea to ex- 
plore the ha of our history, 
and I hope that similar ex- 
periments will be encouraged. 


ON SATURDAY NIGHT, instead 
of the ‘Snoop Bisters,"’ who, in- 


cidentally, I find somewhat 
tedious, much preferring Shaft 
and Banacek, we saw an Austrian 
film on the life and death of 
Theodor Herzl, the man responsi- 
ble for all our blessings, and 
some of our headaches. We ac- 
companied the Zionist prophet on 
his wanderings from chancellery 
to chancellery, we anguished with 
him in his disappointments, and 
noted with complacent approval 
the acouracy of his prophecies. 
Like our leaders since, he seemed 
to have more trouble with the 
Jews than the Gentiles. 

The production was very good, 
and sympathetic, and pro-Zionist, 
but I wished that we could have 
been given more identifications — 
most of the fun in these old 
historical accounts is knowing 
who is who, seeing faces and 
volces tagged to names we kno’ 
from history. : 


Considering that Herzl's ap- 


parently crazy trips from leader 
to leader were only undertaken a 
little more than 70 years ago, we 
have done very well, notwithstan- 
ding a few setbacks: Herzl's ghost

it is superior to his vision, 
although falling somewhat short 
here and there. 

Long before Herz], Jewish im- 
migrants began coming to this 
country: ‘‘In the Beginnings" this 
week did a rapid survey of a few 
early allyot. I found the film 
somewhat exasperating: the 
theme seemed to be that, on the 
one hand, veterans have always 
treated new immigrants 
churlishly, and, on the other, that 
immigrants have always been 
whining ingrates. Speaking for 
myself, I never encountered 
anything but kindness from the 
unfortunate veterans and sabras 
who helped me to integrate, and, 
as far as I know, I have always 
been properly grateful for the 
many benefits that Israel bestow- 
Θὰ on me. I think it is absurd to 
suggest that it is in the nature of 
the immigrant to howl, because he 
knows it teases, like the baby in 
in Wonderland"; the 
reasons for the howling should be 
properly investigated, and the 
baby given whatever attention it 
requires. 


“HAMLET” was wonderful: our 
thanks go to Richard 
Chamberlain, Michael Redgrave, 
Margaret Leighton, Richard 
Johnson and John Gielgud, that 
superb Ghost. The television 
screen is even better for 
Shakespeare than the stage or the 
cinema screen: the intimacy of it 
results in close-ups which enable 
us to ‘pick up every word, while 
lavish scenes on stage may be dis- 
tractigns. Chamberlain's Hamlet 
was the conventional, intellectual 
prince, for which relief, much 
thanks, 


A READER, endorsing my plea 
for comedies, has questioned how 
‘I can consider gory thrillers to be 
entertainment. I find them like 
Peter Pan's Never-Never-Land, 
where there was plenty of 
villainy, piracy, torture and kill- 
ing — but the goodies always won.

Happy ending - 


IF IT HAD BELEN one of those 
quiz shows in which a mystery 

- personality had to be identified, it 
would have been hard to find the 
right answer on the Army 
Channel's’ ''New Faces" last 
Thursday evening (6:80 p.m.). 
Provided his famillar voice had 
been suitably muffled, that is 
because we ail know it very well. 
Actually, Zeev Segal's interview 
series is probably wrongly nam- 
ed, because what we mect are not 
new faces at all, but rather new 
views, or aspects, or nioods, of 
well-known ones. 

The question this timo really 
was: How many Haim Herzogs 
are there? And how does each one 
find time to be himself? The hints 
might have been: His voice has 
been disguised by having him 
speak through three layers of 8 
mm film and then through a plece 
of wet sall, Because, as we learn- 
ed, our Ambassador-Designate to 

-the UN, General (res.}, best- 
selling author, and radio- 
commentator has also for years 
been directing, producing, 
writing, casting, shooting, and 
aditing motion pictures — that is, 
when he [5 not sailing. 


In Herzog's filma, members of 
the family and neighbours are ac- 
tors. There 18 no sound track, 
which might make them instant 
classics, and always “a happy 
ending.’ Thus, we can dream 
wistfully of cinema symbolism 
representing forthcoming 
diplomatic encounters when we 
hear Herzog's plots. In a recent 
production, for instance — ‘‘The 
Knight and the Fairy"’ — the 
Knight was played by the 
youngest son, who has trouble 
competing with his big brothers. 
The good Fairy, played by the lit- 
tle daughter, Hstens to his 
problems and helps him overcome 
all threatening obstacles by the 
merest touch of her magic wand. 


80 BE it. A touch of symbolism 
might even be read into Herzog's 
second hobby, sailing, His worst 
storm was encountered on the 
east coast of the United States, to 
which he is now returning; kind 
Jews, who are now well into thig 
once-patrician hobby, lent the 
Herzogs sailboats. And, said Mr. 
Herzog, the main thing about 
sailing’s to learn how to predict 
the winds and the tides, ‘and to 


utilize them." Not that anybody 
had ‘been at all ready for the 
hurricane Herzog described, 
which ravaged the American 
coast some 20 years ago. 


"WHO IS THE MAN?" turned out 


to be a woman last week, and the 
two men contestants had trouble 
getting it through their heads that 
this could really be the case — 
that the “hero of the First 
Channel's monthly quiz 
programme on personalities in 
Jewish history (Monday night at 
8, repeated Thursday at 8 p.m.) 
was actually a ‘heroine.”’ Up until 
the last few seconds they were 
still producing rabbia, sons, and 
brothers and skirting, as it were, 
the main character, who was a 
queen, 

Which queen? Queen Helena, as 
in Rehov Heleni HaMalka, or 
Queen Helena Street in 
Jerusalem, on which the Broad- 
casting Studios are located. And 
who was she? If you asked ten 
Jerusalemites, I doubt whether 
you would hear the right answer. 
The best you might get is likely to 
be Constantine's mother, which is 
incorrect — two'centurles too late, 
and the wrong conversion. 
(Remember the responses which 
used to come floating out over that 
old radio programme on local 
street names? And not just hard 
ones, like Rehov Rav Schlesinger 
or Rehov Hillel Zlatopolski, but 
Arlosoroff and Jabotinsky as 
well.) 

I took this programme very 


seriously, hearing both broad- 
casts through and looking up 
various inadequate reference 
works trying to track down names 
like Adiabene (Hadyab) and 
Izotes (Zotos). In spite of help 
from arcane “‘leaks"’ in the form 
of clues phoned in by scholarly 
elements Jn the listening audience 
(one was a boy called Johanan 
Flusser, of an age which confused 
the announcer as to which gender 
he should be addressed by), this 
material turned out to be so exotic 
that two hearings were a good 
idea. Also, if you hear out the 
repeat broadcast you are In a posi- 
tion to feel somewhat superior to 
the participants the second time 
around, and if you are trying to 
follow the clues bilingually in an 
effort to check English books via 
the Hebrew names given, you 
need two broadcasts at the very 
least. I finally made ot that 
Queen Helena's little kingdom of 
“Hadyab" comes out ‘'Adiabene"” 
in English. It was a region of an- 
cient Assyria, in what is now Iraq, 
about 600 km. north of Babylon. 
East of the Tigris, as a cluetold us 
— and for the really curious, as I 
checked it out, between the Great 
Zab and Little Zab rivers. 


QUEEN HELENA made the 
programme becayse she con- 
verted to Judaism and came to 
Jerusalem with her sons around 
46 A.D. It also turns out that she 
married her brother. Indeed, the 
first clue hinted as much, though 
neither of the eager Haifa con- 


testants rose to this bit of pre- 
Mithridatis gossip. 

. Queen Helena, who lived in 
Jerusalem for 20 years and built a 
palace there, is known -for her 
good deeda: she imported food for 
Jerusalem's poor from as far ag 
Cyprus. She was buried in 
Jerusalem and her tomb, we were 
told, is also known as the tomb of 
the wealthy Kalba Saveya 
("Sated Dog"). 

It 1s also called the Tomb of the 
Kings, because a French 
archaeologist incorrectly iden- 
tified it as the burial place of the 
Kings of Judea. Curiously, the site 
is in an area consistently 
associated with good deeds, for 
just north is the American Colony, 
where Jerusalem's poor were also 
once fed. 

Clues as to this tomb's location 
vary greatly. It is ‘‘near St. 
George's Cathedral” in Vilnay 
and the Weidenfeld Guide; "near 
Nablus Road" in the Hebrew edi- 
tion of the Bazak Guide; and “ἐπ 
the American Colony" in Bazak's 
German edition. Vilnay in 1935 
called it “the most beautiful and 
interesting cave tomb in all of 
Palestine.'' The entrance fee was 
then 50 mils, which included a 
candle to ight the dark... . . 

So much for the dark, and clues 
to light it. Exhausted by all these 
aspects of the guest game, I am 
taking a rest from this column, 
and wish all listeners continued 
enjoyment of such radio 
challenges as getting from 
Hadyab to Adiabene.

His close family tie con- 
tinued in his relationship with his 
brother Diego, his prinolpal assistant 
and chiaf model (most of the heads are 
Diogo) who made all of Giacometti's 
plasters and finished his bronzes on 
their return from the foundry.- 

A alller who himself achieved a 
remarkable pen portrail of Giacomet- 
Ε and his working methods while alt- 
ting for his own portrait in oils through 
18 agonizing sittings, was James Lord, 
and American author Ilving in France, 
whose "Δ. Giacometti Portrait’ was 
published by the New York Museum of 
Modern Art about a decade ago. 
Several graphite studics of ‘Lord 
Jim'' are on show here. Lord 
describes the daily changes and the 
Cezanne-like “coming and going" of 
tho subjact; and Giacomett!’s struggle 
against having the portrait literally 
disappear aitogether. 

Like Van Gogh, Glacometti was es- 
sentially a loner fascinated by the ul- 
timate isolation of death, while his 
paintings and sculpture sought to fight 
it off and establish some sort of identi- 
ty In apace and time. Yet all his sub- 
jects, like Hamlet, appear puzzled of 
will.

CONFLICT, hate, degeneracy and 
frustration are psychological themes 
that have motivated HAROLD RUBIN 
to create serialized Ink-and-wash 
drawings with an emphasis on sexual 
agercasion. His Freudian sketchpad 
contains & compendium of lascivious 
erotic performances, tortured 
episodes of war and ἃ mythological 
allegory in the form of horse and 
rider. 

Rubin, In‘his third one-man show, 
has pulled out all the stops in order to 
exaggerate’ his proclamation that 
man, the most advanced primate and 
creator of fabulous scientific 
machinery and cultural institutlons, is 
really, deep down, a base, untamed 
animal, He expresses this opinion by 
pictoriallzing opposite poles of the 
human behavioral arena — love and 
war — filling [ὁ with brutal seenea of 
denth, rape, sodomy and homosex- 
uality; convincing us, artistically, if 
not psychologicaily, of the similaritics 
that exist In the two patterns. 

The tendorness, rapture and 
gratification of sexual experience are 
emations not to be found in Rubin's 
fimorous dictionary. They are re- 
placed by helmeted skulls, truncheon- 
ed penises and screaming, open mouth- 
ed (vaginal) women. Hven the virile

bric-a-brac of memorabilia are uged to 
evoke sensations of places and things 
in a semi-theatrica! manner, with 
each element acting out its part 
against a brushwork decor.

EPHRAIM HARRIS 
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UNCLE YITZHAK, if he could 
help it, would be nobody's uncle, 
nor brother, nor son, nor husband, 
nor father, nor grandfather. But 
in an absurdiy ordered world, he 
is with mock-serlousness al! those 
things. 

My first picture of him is lying 
somewhat shamofacedly in bed 
with a young woman, with his 
mind on a story and the air thick 
with demons. The pattern of his 
life is set — at the age of seven. 

- It happened in Warsaw in 1911 
— some time before I was born a 
thousand miles westward. Do I 
lay claim to a pre-natal memory? 
Am I trying to write up a preter- 
natural fantasy, such as you will 


. find in the novels and short stories 


of my uncle Yitzhak, who signs his 
works Isaac Bashevis Singer? Not 
at all. The facts are simple. 


The young woman, into whose. 


bed little Yitzhak climbed at dead 
of night, was his big sister 
Hindela. She was terrified of the 
evil spirits in the dark, so ahe gp- 
ticed him to her side for company, 
throwing out to him a temptation 
which she knew he could not 
resist: she would tell him a 
story. Afterwards, when she 
became my mother, she treated 
me to no end of stories, peopled 
among others by the child 
Yitzhak. 

At seven, Yitzhak ig a 
diminutive model of the typical 
Polish Jew, with black gabardine 
and feather-speckled skull- 
cap. Skinny, he has enormous 

ey eyes, a sharp nose, thin 
lips and a freckled, deadiy pale 
face with cars that stand out like 
the wings of a bat and often blush 
ἃ flery red to match the ginger 
earlocks that dangle down to his 
slim shoulders. . 

He is a listener, not a talker. 
But now and then he asks his 
sister, “Am I ugly?” She 
doesn't deny it, answering, “Looks 
don't matter when you're a boy. 
Brains are what counts."’ Not that 
she knows what to make of him, 
since he never has much tosay for 
himself at home. But {t seems he 
docs open up to the downstairs 
grocer, who informs Hindela, 
“Your Yitzhak has more wisdom 
in his little finger than the likes of 
us have in all our body and soul." 

“Well,” she says, ‘it wouldn't 


. be surprising, considering what 


he has behind him." 

Behind him he has a long Iinc of 
mighty rabbis. Not to go too far 
back, there is the Rabbi of 
Bilgoray, who as a nine-year-old 
prodigy gave a dissertation In the 
Great Synagogue of Lublin, which 
was so packed for the occasion 
that Jews were standing on cach 
other's fect and others were hang- 
ing from the rafters. 

In Bilgoray he once unhorsed ἃ 
Cossack officer —- with a prayer. 
He cried out “Hear, O Israel!" In 
such a loud volce that the passing 
goy was thrown from his startled 
mount, The angry Cossack burat 
into the house with upraised whip, 
ready to lash out, but did nothing 
worse than make the sign of the 
cross when he saw the rabbi 
wrapped in tallit and fervour from 
head to foot. 

When the rabbi's favourite 
daughter, Bathsheva the skinny 
redhead, reached the age of 
maturity, at 13, he married her off 
to 14-year-old Reb Pinhas 
Menahem Singer, of the golden 
hair and golden heart. It looked a 
promising match, The youth, a 
strong Talmudist and a mild 
mystic, not only boasted of a fami- 
ly trec, on ancient parchment, 
chock-a-block with Silustrious 


rabbis, but had a remarkable 
mother, Temela, who, if you 
please, spoke fluent Russian and 


French and travelled about the 
Czarist empire, calling on the 
aristocracy, buying and selling

antique jewellery. And when Jews 
were In trouble — and whon were 
they not? -- she would intercede 
on thelr behalf to some effect. 

Pious with all this, in the end 
she quit her husband, the stay-at- 
home rabbi, and went off to dic 
and be buried in Jerusalem, 
within earshot of the binst that the 
Messiah will sound on the ram's 
horn on the day of redemption and 
resurrection, God grant that it 
mnay dawn soon! 

Her enterprising nature, unfor- 
tunately, was not inherited by Reb 
Pinhas Menahem. Since he refus- 
ed to learn the heathen Russlan 
tongue, he could nevor become an 
officinily recognized minister of 
religion, and was reduced to ser- 
ving as ἃ clandestine rabbi in a 
poor shict? and then in a Warsaw 
slum infested with thicves, pimps 
and prostitutes. Such was the will 
of Heaven which, however, bless- 
ed Reb Pinhas Menahem and 
Bathsheva with four children: 
Hindela, Shiya, Yitzhak and 
Moshe. 


1 GREW UP in London on in- 
timate terms with the Jewish 
Poland that was, for my mother, 
paradise lost. But I never thought 
that 1 should ever go there and see 
my uncles any more than that I 
might one day encounter King 
David or Julius Caesar or Hamict. 
Yet, in 1926, the unexpected 
happened. My mother and I cross- 
ad the English Channel to Ostend, 


escaping back to Poland, he won 
instant acclaim with his first 
book, ‘‘Pearla,'' and, appointed 
correspondent for the New York 
“Jewlsh Daily Forward," he was 
in easy strect with his dollar 
salary and his froguent journeys 
through Europe. 


YITZHAK came down from War- 
saw to say hello. At 22 he had, of 
course, grown up; he had shed his 
earlocks, skullcap and gabardine, 
but otherwise he was not much 
different from the {mage my 
mother had drawn of him, except 
that in the flesh — not that he had 
any flesh on him to speak of — he 
was somehow less real. If it were 
not for the cold sweat pouring 
down him, he might have been a 


‘wraith, he was so remote. His 


τι hands were like his voice —

rode 24 hours in a train, descended 
at the central station jn Warsaw, . 
took a wildly careening droshky to 
ἢ amall railway station, jogged 20 
minutes or so in τ loenl train, and 
got out in open country --- sand 
dunes burning In the midaummer 
sun, with pinewoods sending their 
heady aroma to the lofticst, 
widest bluc sky I had ever scen. 

We entered tho spiritual sanc- 
tum of Polish Jewry, which was 
no longer rabbinical but literary: 
the forest estate owned by the 
long-haired Yiddish poet Alter 
Katzisner, who rented out bun- 
galows for the summer to other 
Yiddish writers who could afford 
it. Here we were the guests of my 
uncle Shiya, alias 1.1. Singer, 
who, 10 years Yitzhak's senior, 
treated him more like a son thana 
brother — a difficult, sickly son at 
that. 

Masterful and handsome was 
Shiya, with an erect bearing, a 
powerfully domed, balding skull, 
a atubbornly upturned little chin 
and huge eyes, blue pools sparki- 
ing with stern authority, with 
pristine joie de vivre and bitter 
disillusionment. Ags a youthful 
rebel, he had run away from home 
to throw his lot in with the 
Bolsheviks. In Moscow he went 
barefoot. Undor the red banner of 
total deliverance he met utter cor- 
ruption. Editors who readily 
published his Yiddish short storles 
had him thrown out bodily when 
he came to collect his fee. After 


terribly soft and fearfully careas- 
ing,.as if we and everybaedy 
around him.were beasts lot out of 
cages and Hable to get vicious, un- 
less soothed and tamed. 

In a clearing between 
bungalows, αὶ crowd gathers round 
my unele Yitzhak. They clamour 
for him to do an impersonation of 
one Yiddlsh writer or another. Ap- 
parently he is a suporb mime, 
jester and clown when he chooses. 


’ He stands thore, aloof and sad, his 


enormous grey sycs glazed, as If 
alghtleas or only, perhaps, 
Inward-gazing. 

Somchbody draws my mother's 
attontion to Yitzhak's close- 
cropped, bristly red cranium, the 
one and only part of his person 
that has a sturdy bone-alructure 
well upholstered with fat: 

"You see that big bulge at.tho 
back of his head? That's where his 
second brain is. Yes, he has a dou- 
ble brain, and" — In a stage- 
whisper almed at Shiya — ‘mark 
my word, ho will go further than 
his brother."" 

. “What ἃ comic!'"' says Shiya's 
wife, recounting how she once fell 
off her chair at the breakfaal table 


when Yitzhak cracked open a bad 


egg. “He said, ‘Such ls life!" 
That's all he said. But how he said 
it! He has a way with him that Is 
unnatural.” 

The importunate circle {s still 
there, but suddeniy Yitzhak is 
gone, vanished Into thin air. 

At lunchtime αὶ search-party of 
children ig sent out, hollering 
through the pinewoods, ‘Yitzhak! 
Yitzhak!"" We find him aitting 
high up In a tree. With the agility 
of a monkey, he clambers down 
from his favourite retreat, 

What does he do up there hour 
afler hour? He reada, he muacs. 
Certainly he is not idle, Never for 
a alngle moment is his mind at 
reat. A formidable Talmudist and 
Cabbnilst, he can also reel off by 
heart long passages from Spinoza 
and Kant. Fle 1s interested in hyp- 
nosis, in magic, In the super- 
natural. He does wilty interviews 
and mercileas book reviews for 
the Ilternary journals. He 
translates Thomas Mann Into Yid- 
dish. Also, to keep body and soul 
together, he adapts foreign kilsch 
romances which, serialized in the 
daily press, bring mags heart- 
palpitations to Polish Jewry. 


HE HAS NOT yet found himacif, 
either spiritually or physically. 
But, under Shiya's fond care, he 
will throw off the symptoms of In- 
cipfent TB. And it will not be long 
before he gets to understand, of 
his own accord, that Lf life ia In- 
deed “a tale told by an idiot." 
then its significance lies in the 
value, the fascination of the tale 
per 88. 

¥itzhak takes my mother and 
myself to see a Yiddish play in 
Warsaw.

* Herzog's personal involyement in 


many of them during a very 
erucial quarter-century since 
shortly before the establishment 
of the State of Israel. And there is 
not ἃ page in thia book that is not 
rich in quotable passages. This 
richness consisig not in their 
epigrammatic quality — Herzog 
waa not a mere epigrammist — 
but in the way they open doors to 


the exploration and understan- 
ding of the mystery of Jewish ex- 
istence. 

The key to this understanding is 
poignantly brought home by two 
passages in the book: one repor- 
ting a conversation with an un- 
named American Jew who did not 
understand, the.other quoting

IN MAY, 1967, Herzog related (in 


1868), he was in the U.S., where he 
“had a talk with an assimilated 
Jew who enjoys avery. exalted 
statua in his country."' This per- 
son, Herzog felt, ‘might hold in 
his hand the key to the future of 


ae , _ the State of Israel, as ha is in con- 
ἐν τ εν Hon of his speeches and writings, ' 


trol ‘of security and political af- 
fairs in the higher cchelons of the 
adminiatration in Washington..; 
No matter what ideas I put 
forward, he replied as if he were 
some non-Jew whose ancestors 


,had.been born in Texas 200 years 


ago and who had never seen a 
Jew.’' This man (Henry 
Kissinger, evidently) wanted to 
know whether Israel could im- 
prove her relations with the Soviet 
Union. ; 
‘Herzog repiled that, in his view, 
Israel could do so, “insofar as it 
concerned the Middle East, for 
the Russiang, in their penetration, 
had achieved such Influence that 
an Improvement in their relations 
with Israel would not be any 
obstacle to the continuation of the 
Areab-Russian rapprochement. 
But there was one thing we could 
not help: the burden of 4,000 years 


that stood in the.way. He sald: . 


‘Four thousand years? I-don't uin- 
derstand you. We're talking about 
what is happening now'."’ 
Herzog explained that he 
thought the stumbling block-might 
be the idea of Jewish unity. ''So 
long as Moscow understood that 
the Jewlsh people In Israel could 
not cut itself off from the Jewish 
people in the Soviet Union, it could 
not agree to a fundamental im- 
provement in relationa with us..." 


IN THE SAME: address in which 
he reported the above conversa- 
tion, Herzog also reported a con- 
versation he had had in Jerusalem 
with the late Professor Raymond 
Aron, a semi-assimilated French 
Jew, who also did not understand. 
Herzog quoted to Aron something 
Jean-Paul Sartre had written 
before the Six Day War: "I cannot 
judge the Jewish people by the 
accepted rules of history; the 
Jewlsh people ts something 
beyond time, and we cannot pass 
judgement on (the) dilemma of 
Isracl-Arab relations without tak- 
ing this into account." 

He also reported a conversation 
with Prof. Arnold Toynbee, the 
spiritual father of those who can- 
not — or, rather, refuse to — un- 
derstand. (The book leads off with 
the transcript of the Herzog- 
Toynbee debate of January 31, 
1961, in, Montreal.) Toynbee 
“gpoke more or Jess in the same 
terms as Raymond Aron. There 
was a people here (i.6., the Jews), 
and It fled or was driven out. He 
asked me if the Vikings, who 


came to England 1,000 years ago, 
or the Gonquil Indtans, who were 
driven out of Montreal 800 years 
ago, should come along and say: 
‘Montreal is ours,' whether I 
(Herzog) would expect the- world 
to support them. : 
Herzog's reply: ‘As a man of 
science, you know that whenever 
there is a single exception to the 
rule, one obvious and glaring ex- 
ception, you cannot apply the rule 
to that exception, You would be 
perfectly. right !f the Vikings ac- 
tually claimed England and the 
Indians claimed Montreal, in fact 
the whole of the United States. But 
this is not actually so. There is 
only one such phenomena in 
history, and you cannot argue 
about this phenomenon on the 
hypothesis that the whole world 
might be plunged into a contradic- 
tion. There is only one place 
where, in thia respect, there 
appears to be a contradiction that 
you cannot grasp." ‘ 
This, in Herzog's view, is the 
key to understanding the Jewish 
people and Jewish history: our 


differentness. The publishers of 
this book knew what they were do- 


ing when they chose as the title - 


the passage from the prophecy 
spoken by the Gentile Prophet 
Balaam: “Lo, it is a people that 
shal! dwell alone, and shaii not be 
reckoned among the nations" 
(Numbers 28:97. This is the key to 
the world-view of aYaacov Herzog, 
as a man who was a true child and 
spokesman of that pedple. 


HERZOG REPORTS a discussion 
of Balaam's “blessing” with a 


.group of non-Jewish heads of 


theology faculties at American 
universities. He asked them: "In 
your universities, is the Jewish 
atudent, ‘a people set apart’. or 
not? Is he totally part of American | 
society or is he separate?" He 
reports the reply of.a Catholic 
nun, ‘a very brilliant woman." 
She sald: ‘The Jew in our univer- 
sity who is proud of his Judaism is 
distinctive. The Jew who hides his 
heritage is even more different." 
“ἊΝ of us are deeply indebted — 
one day we will perhaps realize 
how much — to all those responsi- 
ble for bringing this book out. 
Jewish educational agencies — in 
Israel and everywhere In the 
world — and Israel and pro-Israel 
information bodies would do well 
to combine their resources fo see 
to it that this book receives the 
widest possible circulation, in its 
present edition or in cheaper 
paperback, and that it is 
brought out in every other 
necessary language, first and 
foremost in Hebrew — for use a5 & 
textbook in Israel, from high 
school up. 

All the other facts around which 
we have been concentrating our 
information campaign are impor- 
tant: the raw statistics of Jewish 
history, particularly as they per- 
tain to our presence in Hretz 
Yisraej,, as compared to the 
statistics of ‘‘Palestinian Arab" 
history. But, as Yaacov Herzog 
convincingly proves, the mystery 
of Jewish existence is no less a 
fact. Actually, if this fact is not 
realized and understood, first and 
foremost by the Jews themselves, 
all the other facts may, God for- 
bid, prove to he irrelevant.

COLD WINTER COLD WAR, by 


| Robert G. Kaiser, Weidenfold & 


Nicolson, London, £6.00. 
Peretz Leshem 


THE AUTHOR, a graduate of 
Yale and the London School of 
Economies, wrote this book whilat 
serving in Moscow as correspon- 
dent of the “Washington Post." In 
it he gets out to prove the influence 
of domestic, economic and social 
conditions on foreign policy, with 
special reference to the origins 
and development of the cold war 
in 1045. The equation of the cold 
winter and the cold war seems 
somewhat contrived. Nobody 
denies, however, that probloms at 
home, such as the shortages of 
fuel and food, the labour unrest, 
the clectlons and the inner party 
strife in Britain during the im- 
mediate postwar years had a 
decisive influence on her foreign 
policy. This is equally true of the 
United States, where an inex- 
perienced Harry S. ‘Truman, after 

rely four months of tenure as 

ce-President, suddenly had to 
step into the shoes of Roosevelt, 
who had hoped that the newly- 
created United Nations would un- 
ite the world, preserve the peace, 
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commerce, improve the social 
conditions of people everywhere, 
and lead mankind to new 
horizons. 

. One has almost forgotten the 
process of world-wide changes 
which followed the end of the war 
in 1945, and its inescapable con- 
sequences for the transitional 
perlod from war to peace. The 
United Kingdom surprisingly 
chose Attlce to lead her, instead of 
the victorious Churchill. The very 
name of James F. Byrnes, the 
then U.S. Secretary of State, who 
tried, in vain as did Ernest Bevin, 
the British Foreign Secretary, to 
preserve a small measure of 
cooperation with the U.S.S.R., 
dominated by Stalin, has been 
forgotten. The question asked 
then — as it is being asked to this 
day — was: What is Russia up 
to?" 

On the other hand, relations 
between the U.S. Administration 
and the U.K. Government were 
tense at times. A Labour Govern- 
ment did not easily find favour in 
the States, and the Republican 
Congress was reluctant to vote the 
means needed to take over what 
was regarded as πὶ British obliga- 
tion towards Greece and Turkey, 
but which Bevin, in the midst of 
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Potsdam, July 1948: Truman, Attlee and Stalin discuss a peace. 


"47, felt no longer able to shoulder. 
In particular, the abrupt termina- 
tion of the ‘Lend-Lease" agrec- 
ment by Truman hurt Britain 
deeply, as did America’s denial of 
substantial financial ald on easy 
terms to enable her to reconvert 
and modernize her industries for 
peace-time production. 

Within a few years of her vic- 
tory Britain had to give up her 
Empire in Asia and Africa, which 
came rapidly under the influence 
of, partly, the U.S. and, partly, the 
U.S.S.R. The Palestine problem, 
the dissatisfaction of Egypt, caus- 
ed not only headaches for Attlee 
and Bevin, but also led to unplea- 
sant discussions with the U.S. 

It would scem that the Com- 
munist take-over bids in Greece, 
in October 1944, could be regarded 
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but the tension between the 
Western democracies and their 
war-time Soviet ally built up only 
gradually. The decisive step came 
with the formulation of the 
“Truman Doctrine” 37 years ago, 
which followed Churchill's 
historic Fulton speech (‘Iron Cur- 
tain"). 

“Traditionalista’' argue that 
Stalin had been determined all 
along to abandon the war-time 
alliance as soon as peacc had been 
restored and to enlarge to the ut- 
most the Soviet sphere of In- 
fluence in Eastern and Central 
Europe. ‘'Revisionist’’ historians 
think that It was the Western 
allies, and foremost the U.S., who 
provoked Soviet animosity after 
the war. According to Kaiser, the 
former view is correct: he 


mendunane sanuinsinge neanf hv 


enumerating events in Greece, 
Turkey, Yugoslavia and Iran, and 
relies also on the views and 
diplomatic notes exchanged 
betweon the two sides at the U.N., 
the Big Three Foreign Ministers’ 
meetings and the Paris Peace 
Conference 1946/7. 

Public opinion in the West 
elamoured for “normalcy,” not 
for renewed strife, and, though 
American and British statesmen 
were using an increasingly firmer 
tone In dealing with their Soviet 
counterparts, they were still far 
from a policy of containment. 

The author states that Stalin 
was justified in suspecting that 
the U.S. and Britain were making 
plans without consulting him, but 
he does not cite any proof of this, 
unless one sees an anti-Soviet 
collusion in the similarity of 
arguments advanced at Potsdam, 
the U.N. and the Peace 
Conference. However this may be, 
the mutual distrust, stemming 
from memories going back as far 
as the Bolshevik revolution in 
1917, and the lack of common in- 
terest after the defeat of Hitler 
and Japan, makes the West-East 
split as comprehensible as it is 
regrettable, Kaiser's analysis of 
this mutual suspicion, which still 
lasts, and inhibits the Nixon- 
Brezhnev policy of detente, is an 
important contribution to contem- 
porary history. It gives the reader 
food for thought — even if he has 
nn solutinn to offer. 


ONAGTATE FUNERAL 


Until a few years ago Chairman of the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee, DAVID HACOHEN was once one of the most successful buyers of 
arms and equipment for the Hagana. He recalls here a meeting he had in 1950 
with the son and heir of Lord Moyne, the murdered British Minister of State. 


THE EFFORT made to bring 
home the remains of Eliyahu 
Hakim and Eliyahu Beit-Tsuri for. 
burial is right and proper. But a 
public lying in-state attended by 
the Prime Minister and a military 
funeral attended by the Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
and by the twa Chief Rabbis, 
paralleled by impassioned ar- 
ticles in the press about Lord 
Moyne as the symbol of the 
British Government's hostility to 
Zionism and to the rescue of Jews 
from the clutches of the Nazis — 
this 1g something different and 
quite uncalled for. Hostility to our” 
national aspirations and vicious 
laws prohibiting Jewish immigra- 
tion are not considered a personal 
crime in a society governed by 
law; still less a crime for which a 
terrorist group can !mpose the 
death penalty. 

Six years after the assassina- 
tion, I chanced to meet the 
murdered man's son, the young 
Lord Loyne, when I was in Dublin, 
the ‘capital of the Moyne family's 
native land, Eire, at the 1950 
Interparliamentary Congress. I 
reproduce here the account of this 
meeting, as noted down by me on 
the very same day, 


AS IS customary at all auch 
Congresses, the members of the 
various delegations were invited 
to take part in several guided 
tours of the city. I joined a large 
group of delegates on a visit to the 
famous Guinness brewery, follow- 
ed by a lunch there. At the 
end of the meal, the host and 
chairman of the company, a 
young man, who had been sitting 
at the head of the table for the 
guests of honour some distance 
away from me, stood up and said 
a few words of welcome to his 
gucats. 

I asked the man sitting next to 
me, a British Member of Parlia- 
ment, how such a young man had 
attained the highest position in 
auch a large enterprise. "What's 
remarkable about it?" replied my 
neighbour. ‘After all, that's Lord 
Moyne. He didn't build up the 
enterprise himself, but inherited 
it from his father, who was 
murdered some years ago by your 
people in Cairo." 

At the end of the meal, the 
gucsts made their way out into the 
yard. It was pouring with rain, 
and everyone ran hurriedly to the 
buses, {n order to return to the 
Congress. Suddenly, I heard 
someone calling my name. It was 
the same young man, Lord 
Moyne, who was running to and 
fro among the buses, holding an 
umbrella over his head. He had 
just heard, he said, that 1 was 
among his guests, and he wanted 
to thank me for coming and to tell 
me that he was very glad to shake 
my hand. I thanked him for his 
kindness, and the bus moved off. 
The next morning I was called to 
the telephone. Again it was Lord 
Moyne. He asked to meet me, if 
possible. An hour later a very 
elegant car drew up and conveyed 
me to his house. 


1 SAT with him for about an hour, 
tense and fascinated. Here is the 


gist of our conversation: ᾿ 
He himself was ἃ young officer 
in Damascus when his father was 


.the British .Government's 


Minister of State in Cairo. His 
father -had not previously played 
any: specially active part in 
British politics but had attended 
to his business affairs, hia proper- 
ty, and his hobbies. When the war 
broke out, he had come forward to 
offer his services. . ᾿ 

- On all the complex questions 


“relating to Palestine, his father 


had received instructions and had 
never taken any policy decision of 
his own, If, for example, severe 
restrictions were. imposed on 
Jewish immigration to Palestine 
and illegal immigrants were 
hunted down, these decisions, too, 
were taken in London. ᾿ ᾿ 

When he had visited his father 
in Cairo on an Baster leave, his 
father had told him about the 


‘Palestine imbroglio and how, at a 


meeting with Churchill, he (Lord 
Moyne) had said he had come to 
the conclusion that the beat way to 
scttle the dispute was to partition 
the country, as proposed by the 
Peo! Commission. 
Churchill had advised his 
father to discuss the matter with 
Dr. Wojzmann and Mosho Shertok 
(Sharett), The talks with these 
two Zionist leaders had indeed 
taken place, and his father had 
received the impression that they 
were interested in his going ahead 
with his efforts towards partition. 
“Why, then, did your people 
murder my father? What did he 


do, what was he murdered for? All 


the details I have toid you oan alill 
today he confirmed by Dr. Weiz- 
mann, your President, and Moshe 
Shertok, the Foreign Minister of 
Israc]. Why was it that my father 
was chosen for assassination, and 
not someone cisc? In the end, 
Palestina teas partitioned and you 
are now consolidating your atate 
on the basis of that same parti- 
tion, yet none of you has been 
assassinated for accepting this 
solulién. Why, then, was my 
father picked out for this fate, 
when he too was in favour of par- 
tition?" 


I HAD no simple, unequivocal 
answer to give. I did not know how 
to explain the reason for the 
assassination. I said frankly that 
neither I nor my colleagues had 
approved of the act; that it had 
taken place at a time of tremen- 
dous emotional strain for our peo- 
ple, after the Holocaust and the in- 
human attitude to the survivors 
who were sceking to reach a safe 
refuge. There had been a more ex- 
treme, less self-controlled minori- 
ty. This was to be regretted, and 
there was no consolation in the 
fact that these extremists, too, 
had suffered many losses. Today 
all this belonged to the paat, just 
ag the wars and murders between 
the English and the Sinn Fein In 
Ircland were a thing of the past. 

Our conversation naturally 
turned to the State of Israci. The 
whole family was happy that the 
Zionist hope had been fulffilled, 
was following the State's 
progress, and wholeheartedly 
wished it every succes. All this 


was simply and frankly ‘sald, 


without any bitterness or| 
vengefulness. I parted from him 
with a heavy heart and an uncom- 


fortable feeling. ᾿ 


SLX YEARS δέξου the assassina- 
tion, I was careful not to try to 
pacify my host, the young Lord 
Moyne, by any apology; rior did 1 
repeat the strong words of con- 
demnation uttered at the time by 


-Dr. Welzmann, Ben-Gurion, 


Moshe -Sharett, the Chief Rabbis, 
and the Jewish press, even though 


Iclearly recalled those words, as I || ἢ 


sat in front of the son, and fully 
identified myself with them. I was 
restrained In niy criticism, but I 
did not try to gloss over the crime 
ofthe murder, =. 

With the establishment of the 
State of Isracl and its multi-party 
democratic regime, the extremist 
dissident groups broke up of their 
own free will, together with the 
Haganu and the Palmak, and all 


‘of them were united in the Israel 


Dofence Forces. Spealal oredit ia 
due to the leaders of the Hizel and 
Leht groups for this historic deci- 


sion, whic put an end to our inter- ἢ 


nal diasensions. However, there [8 
a great difference between this 
and a slate funeral which to all 
appearancea lagitimizes the 
assassination of Lord Moyne, 

The State funeral has evoked a 
juatitiably angry and bitter reao- 
tlon in the British public, in- 
dluding the representatives of 
Britain's nearly half a million 
Jews, | τς 

In those same days, something 
more dreadful and terrible. was 
happening to us: atrocious and ap- 
palling orlmes unparalleled in the 
long history of our people's mar- 
tyrology, the slaughter of stx 
million of our Jewlsh brethren by 
the German people. Some years 
later we were obilged after 
scarching struggles of conscience 
to riaec above our desire for 
revenge and for a just retribution 
on the Germans and to establish 
normal relations with the German 
people and its slate, Not a single 
German “Lord Moyne" was 
assassinated by a Jewish terroriat 
after the war. 

Moreover, the attempt now be- 
ing made to dignify an act of 
terror by an ostentatious stato 
funeral 15 harmful to our cause 
and undermines our struggle 
against Arab terrorism. 

Politically, everyone with any 
understanding of public relations 
and propaganda must confess how 
almost impsalble it ig for us to 
prove to the world that the Arab 
terrorists are simply brutal 
murderers. Even such hideous 
crimes as the murder of women 
and children at Kiryat Shmona 
and Ma‘alot hardly make any im- 
pression on the flawed conscience 
of the world, but lead it rather to 
roact as if we were an Iinter- 
national burden and public 
nuisance,” 

In short, the slate funeral 
ceremonies have no moral basis 
and do harm to our political posi- 
tion and to our efforts to explain 
our stand, at a time of emergency 
in our whole political struggle and 
in our war against Arab terror.

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accurate. Most Israelis can get in- 
side a Shekem store by borrowhig 
‘a relative’s or nolghbour's 
booklet, or going along. with 
someone who- holds one 
legitimately. There are control 
checks at the entrances, but I 


know from experience that the: 
checkers rarely compare the: 


name on the booklet with the iden- 
tity card of the person carrying it. 

‘The real control over who shops 
at Shokem ia the stamp system. 
Each booklet contains a certain 


number of stamps tor the year, 
and once they are used up, the 
customor no longer benefits from 


‘the prized 12.5 per cent discount. 


Thia discourages card-holders 


- from loaning their books to others. 


Everyone serving tn the 
regular army or the Police is en- 
titled to a book of stamps for 
himself and.one each for his wife 
and each minor child. The stamps 
enable every member of the fami- 
ly to buy discounted merchandise 
up to the value of [L800 over the 
twelve months — not such a high 
sum these days, But there is no 
mit on the purchase of non- 
discounted products, which In- 
clude meat, baked goods; and 
basic foodstuffs, already a bit 


cheaper than at other stores. 
Another boon is that major 
household appliances such as 
washing machines and 
refrigerators can be purchased on 
a no-interest instalment plan. 
Others eligible to shop at 
Shekom are men and women do- 
ing compulsory military service 
(on an Individual, not a family 
basis), disabled servicemen, 
widows of fallen soldiers and 
bereaved parents who are on the 
financlal-aid roster of the Defence 
Ministry. Cards also go to civilian 
employees of the Defence es- 
tablishment ( but not the aviation 
industries), foreign students in 
military courses, and U.N. per- 
sonnel and military attaches at 
foreign embassies. (Our attaches 
get reciprocal privileges abroad.) 


WHAT IB the secret of Shekem's 
success? I went to see its Manag- 


‘Ing Director, Hanan Geyor. A 


colonel in the reserves, he haa 
headed Shekem for a decade — 
after serving as Assistant 
Quartermaster-Genera] and then 
aga military attache. Mr. Geyor's 
personal charm probably has a lot 
to do with Shekem's success. He is 
dynamic, witty and articulate, not 
only in Hebrew but also {n near- 
British English. " 

Is Shekem's success due, 
perhaps, to an operational system 
pased on a military chain of com- 
mand? Not at all, Mr. Geyor 
assures me: the secret is efficien- 
oy. Shokem Ltd, is a civilian com- 
mercial company owned entirely 
by the Government. It is managed 
by -a Board of Directors, 
pointed by the Minister of 
Defence, and drawn from that 
Ministry, the. IDF, the Police, and 
the Ministry of Finance. It js not 
only self-supporting; it carrles the 
burden of the canteens which sell 
food and other commodities at 
below-market prices. 


IN THE consumer relations 
field, Shekem has reason to be 
proud. Apart from its generous 
12.6 per cent diacount and its no- 
interest instalment plan, it hag 
boen a leader in several ways. So 
far as I know, It 15 the only major 


ap-. 


retail outlet which has a set policy 
of giving cash back for any 
merchandise returned within 10 
days of purchase, no questions 
asked. 

Shekem Consumer Commitices 
operate in the major cities. They 
are composed of women only, 
named by the Army District Com- 
manders and generally wives of 
senior officers. They recommend 
innovations and arbitrate com- 
plaints. It was such a committee 
which suggested the Teenagers 
Shop which exists in Tel Aviv. 

To relieve pressure on peak- 
hour shopping, which means late 
afternoons, 
sometimes offer bonus discounts 
to morning or siesta-hour 
shoppers. To cut costs, there is a 
maximum of self-service — and 
Shekem shoppers know they must 
bring ample shopping bags and 
pack everything themselves. 
There is, however, home delivery 
service, at the phenomenally low 
{and store-subsidized) rate of IL2. 

Shekem deserves praise for its 
policy of sticking to local products 
wherever possible, Says Mr. 
Geyor, ‘‘We have -no imported 
shoes, no Cadbury ‘chocolate, no 
foreign beer." But they do carry 
foreign-made cameras and 
watches, which are hardly made 
locally, and some imported fur- 
niture. 

In many towns, Shekem's 
presence haa had a direct in- 


fluence on bringing down prices δὲ 


other shops. The mayor of 


Dimona reportedly told Mr, Geyor - 


that since Shokem came to town, 
retall prices have dropped by as

CULINARY NOTES | 
Haim Shapiro 


Oriental 
pastry 


ACCORDING TO one theory, the 
pastry-maker's art was brought to 
the West from the great Arab 
elvilization which flourished In the 
Middle Ages. 

The defenders of this theory 
point-out that the two great Zuro- 
pean pastry centres, France and 
Austria, are also the furthest 
limits of Moslem expansion in the 
medieval period, As further proof, 
they point to the very high stan- 
dard of cake making in the 
Eastern Mediterranean. 
- To be sure, time and 
geographical factors have 
brought about vast differcnces 
between the cakes of the Western 
world and those of the Middle 
East. While Suropeans rely heavi- 
ly on butter, cream and sugar, the 
peoples of the Middle East utilize 
honey, paper-thin sheets of pastry 
and many kinds of nuts.

ONHE PASTRY which probably in- 
corporated ghce Jn its origina! 
recipe is now made by local cooks 
with margarine. In contrast to 
most Oriental pastries, this par- 
ticular date-filled cake is both 
relativoly easy to make and not 
oversweet. The recipe here, which 
Includes orange juice, scems to be’ 
a purely Isracli version. 

For the dough itself, mix two- 
and-a-half cups. of flour, a level 
tablespoon of baking powder, 
threc tablespoons of sugar and a 
whole package of margarine 
(proferably one of the ‘‘fancy" 
varieties with milk). When these 
are well blended, add enough 


orange juice to make the dough 
cohesive (about a cup). Leave the 
dough in the refrigerator for at 
least an hour to set. 

Meanwhile, over a low fire, mix 
260 grams (half a package) of 
pitted dates with cnough water to 
make a very thick paste. Divide 
the dough into four sections and 
pat cach section into a rectangie 
measuring about 20 x 25 cm. 
Spread the date mixture over the 
dough, roll up each section, score 
about ten divisions In each with a 
knife and bake on a cookie sheet In 
& medium-hot oven (235 C) for 
about 20 minutes or until the cakes 
are very Hght brown. Cut into the 
slices while still warm. If you 
wish, you may sprinkle them with 
powdered sugar.

“THE WESTERN WORLD is on 
the threshold of an old age popula- 
tion explosion,” declared Mr. 
Shimon Bergman, of JDC- 
Malben, chairman of the organiz- 
ing committee of the Tenth Inter- 
‘national Congress of Gerontology. 
He was commenting on the fact 
that, if the number of aged in the 
world —officially, ‘‘aged"’ means 
anyone over the age of 65 — is 200 
million today, by the year 2000, a 
mere generation ahead, it will 
have reached 600 million. 

There {gs little need, then, to 
stress that the problem of old age 
1s one of the must crucial now fac- 
ing Western civilization, And it 
should come as no surprise that 
some 1,800 experts from more 
than 80 countries flooded into 
Jerusalem last week for four days 
of intensive discussion on the best 
ways of ensuring that the later 
years of life may be as healthy, 
happy and productive as it is 
possible for modern science to 
make them. 

People who travel halfway 
across the world to attend a con- 
gress can be assumed to have an 
intense interest in the subjects 
that are going to be discussed. But 
in the case of a gerontology con- 
gress there is an added dimension 
to the interest: each participant 
cannot but help seeing himself as 
ἃ potential object of his own 
research. 

Lecturers at congresses on 
surgery, diabetes, cancer, and so 
on, see their work aimed at im- 
proving the lot of others — rarely 
their own. But as one perceptive 
physician said: ‘A good many of 
the researchers here are old 
enough to realize that they are at 
that stage of life when they no 
longer conduct research, but are 
beginning to have research con- 
ducted on them.” 

-And the subject matter of ger- 
ontology is vast. It ranges over 
education (for a different role in 
life and for a better understanding 
of new horizons), the relationships 
between the old and their offspr- 
ing, chronic ailments, care in {n- 
stitutions or at home, psychiatric 
problems, senile dementia, 
rehabiliation of the body and 
mind, sex (standing room only at 
these lectures, with the air con- 
ditioning making valiant efforts to 
coo] off the crowded audience) — 
everything, in fact, with the possi- 
ble exception of childbearing. (No 
doubt someone will soon come up 
with a course on the proper grand- 
Parental approach to 
grandchildren.) 

_ Dr, Jacob Menczel, Director- 
General of the Israe] Ministry of 
Health, and chairman of the con- 
gress’ programme committee, 
broké the proceedings down into 


᾿ such basic components as biology, 


medicine, social sciences, 
behavioral sciences, social 
welfare, applied research, with 
the greatest emphasis on an inter- 
disciplinary rather than a 
fragmented approach — seeing 
the question of aging ag an entity 
and not as a series of different 
problems. 


THERE WERE no seclentific 
breakthroughs. As Dr. Ὁ. 
Bisdorfer, of Seattle, Washington, 
said at the closing plenary sea- 
sion, quoting an old piece ‘of folk 
wisdom, ‘‘The best way to assure 
that the latter yenrs are good 
ones, is to choose one’s parents 
and grandparents carefully.” ° 

But this is impossible, Or is it? 
Perhaps one cannot choose one's 
grandparents, but today’s parents 
(who are tomorrow's grand- 
parents) can certainly influence 
the lives of their grandchildren by 
mating not for ‘love,” but for 
“understanding.” 

And what about genetic 
engineering, once the raw

In other words, by 
trying to tamper with the secrets 
of life, tha men in white in the 
laboratories might: unleash a 
Frankenatein monster. . : 

But how. about stepping up the 
efficiency of the body by the use of 
specific drugs, such as the famed 
Gerovita} H8, as reported by the. 
Rumanian delegation led by .a 
woman, Dr. A. Aslan? There have 
been many conflicting reports 
about {ts efficacy, but Professor 
David Danon, of:the Welzmann 
Institute, the current President of 
the Internatlona) Assoctation, 
stated flatly, ‘At the present mo- 
ment, there {s no scientific proof 
whatsoever that there existe any 
chemical or other element which 
hag any such effect." 
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However, Dr. Danon was 
careful to note the fact that 
this does not mean that one cannot 
be found in the distant future. As 
Dr. Shock noted fater: 

“Up to now, no carefully 
designed clinical trials using the 
double-blind technique have been 
reported which substantiate the 
claims of beneficial effects (from 
Gerovital H3). Some studies are 
now in progress which, hopefully, 
will clarify this issue within the 
next few years.” 


WHEN IT CAME to puncturing 
the fuzzy thinking attached to 
many so-called scientific ‘dis- 
coverles, Dr. Carl C. Seltzer, of 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health, proved to have been es- 
pecially active. The widely 
accepted fact that smoking in- 
jured the heart, he said, had no 
scientific proof. However, that 
smoking did injure the lungs had 
been amply substantiated. He 
didn’t advocate smoking — just 
clear scientific thinking. 

The surprising thing is that 
many of the problema of the elder- 
ly can be alleviated by a bit of 
thought and care. 

For example, as Prof. I. C. 
Michaelson, the distinguished 
Israeli ophthalmologist, pointed 
out: The routine eye examinations 
of the elderly could prevent a 
great deal of blindness by enabl- 
ing the early detection of 
glaucoma. And Dr. Klaus 
Bergman, of the HingHsh Univerai- 
‘ty of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, noted 
that many of the psychiatric dis- 
orders of elderly patients were 
due to simple things like the 
neglect of correctable physical 
defects. Hearing alds, which for 
some reason many people ob- 
jected to, could take them from 
the world of silence back into the 
world of music and speech. A 
hearing aid helped many people to 
get rid of their semi-paranola, it 
helped them to realize that no one 
was talking about them behind 
their backs — In fact, no one was 
even talking about them at all. 

Another doctor from ‘Newcas- 
tle, Prof. Henryk M. Wistewskl, 
postulated that senile dementia — 
the loss of orientation, the confu- 
sion, and the loss of memory — 
which igs one of the curses of old 
age might be caused by an ‘‘infec- 
tlous agent.'’ If so; than it might 
.be preventable. He noted. that 
scrapie, an infectious agent which 
occurred naturally among sheep 
and goats could be transmitted ex- 
perimentally to mice and rats of 


certain genetic strains. The result.

the human brain among. senile 


persons,'' he said, adding. 


cautiously, “If the factor which 
caused scrapie could be isolated, 
perhaps a method could be found 
to inoculate people againat senile 
dementia.”

mothers I had left at home 
with their children and 
grandchlidren." 

Thie extended family had 
always been the normal way, she 
said; in old-fashioned societies 
one did not put the elderly out to 
pasture in an institution. She 
regretted, though, that as modern 
methods Invaded the Arab 
villages, the Western way of es- 
tablishing institutions was coming 
into favour. Just as the Weat was 
beginning to approve of the old-- 
fashioned way, it was being aban- 
doned by the villagers. ; 

The right solution, she belleved, 
was to maintain the old pattern by 
building larger houses, or groups 
of adjoining flats, with communi- 
ty services nearby. 


WITH ALL our modern health 
methods, is the maximum life 
span being lengthened? Only 
Slightly, said Dr. Shock. 

“Tho maxtmum life span of 100 
to 115 years has not Increased 
significantly In the past thousand 
years,"" he declared. ''What has 
increased ig the number of per- 
gons who live longer."’ 

There seemed to be a biological 
limit to life (as far as mankind 
knew), and al] the better 
medicines, medical help, 
economic conditions, living con- 
ditions, ete., only helped more 
people to Hve longer, and ap- 
proach the maximum life span, 

These advances had increased 
the average age of death of white 
males in the U.S. from 48,2 
years in 1900 to 68.4 years in 1973, 
and of white females from 51.1 to 
74.1 years over the same period. 

‘However, the rate of Increase | 
fn average age of death, has - 
diminished remarkably since 
about 1950. For white males in the 
U.S., the increment for each 
decade from 1900 to 1950 waa : 
about four years, whereas the in- 
crease from 1950 to 1860 waa only 
about 1.1 years, and between 1960 
and 1970, only about half a year, 
For white women in the U.S. the 
average increase each decade 
was five to alx years per decade 
until 1850, and then it slowed down 
to 2.1 years for the decade of 1950- 
19860, and slowed down still 
further, to 1.7 years, for the 
decade between 1960 and 1970. 
Thus, upon the basis of available 
knowledge, by the year. 2000. wa 
may expect an Iinoréase: in’ - 
average age of death among white ‘ 
males of about only 1.6 to two | 
years and among females perhaps ἢ
